1. Premiums on bonds, 


4s 
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Various Surety Companies report that many notices covering initial or 
renewal premiums due on ponds are veing returned by mail clerks or 
tneir commanding officers with advice.tnat the amounts are not due as 
ponding of Navy Mail Service personnel has been discontinued, 


AlNav 157-45 and PAB 7-45 (5) state tnat bonding of mail clerks and 
assistants was waived effective 2 July 1945 put that bonds bearing 
effective dates to and including 1 July 1945 continue in effect to the 
end of respective premium years, Even though postal duties may have 
terminated the Post Office Department requires a bond for any designa- 
tion effective prior to 2 July 1945, 


Settlement shall pe made of initial or renewal premium due on any bond 
wnicn bears an effective date to and including 1 July 1945. 


2. Mail received in supposedly empty equipment and packing of empty equipment, 
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Postal Arfairs Bulletin 2, paragraph 6 of 1944 sete forth the manner in 
wnicn empty postal equipment is to be returned to tne aehcansorece with- 
in tne United States, 


Postal Affairs Bulletins 6 and 9 of 1944 oall attention to supposedly 
empty mail sacks continuing to arrive in the United States containing 
mail for overseas units, 


The failure or Navy postal personnel to definitely ascertain that sacks 


-and.poucnes nave been emptied of all mail matter nas resulved in fur- 


uner criticism by tne U.S. Post Office Department, 


There is no good reason for a continuation of this practice and Navy 
postal officers and Navy mail clerks are again cautioned to see that 
pouches and sacks being returned are examined to see that no mail is 
left therein, 


Tne empty sacks and poucnes snould be prepared in accordance with 
Postal Affairs Bulletin 2 of 1944 betore being forwarded to the con- 
tinental Wnited States 
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5. Captain Leo L. Pace was detacned 18 Uctober 1945, Commander Rovert C. Young 
1s Acting Assistant Cnief of Naval Communications for Postal Affairs pending 
the reporting of a reliet for Captain Pace, 


4, Air mail rate to Panama Canal Zone, 


A. Because of complaints pveing received of over charges being made for 
postage on air mail letters to persons residing in the Panama Canal 
Zone tne U.S. Post Office Department hes requested that all Navy mail 
clerks and assistants be advised that the proper rate of postege»on 
air mail emanating from an overseas fleet post office not showing a 
geographic address in the return card wnen addressed to any plece 
where the United States mail service is in operation including the 


Panama Canal Zone is 6 cents per naif ounce or fraction thereof. 
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
